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After the preliminary hearing, 
William Foster, East Gwillim- 
bury was committed for trial on 
the charge of murder of his 
brother, Alex., by Magistrate W. 
F. Woodliffe in police court here 
on Tuesday. Defence counsel 
Frank Regan pleaded not guilty 
to the charge. 

Councillor A. V. Higginson 
testified that he was a draftsman 
and that he was requested by 
County Constable R. Watt to go 
to the home of Albert Foster and 
after taking measurements make 
a sketch according to scale of the 
house. The road beside the house 



is indicated in the sketch, also 
the downstairs portion of the 
house and the woodshed opening 
into the kitchen, which is used as 
a general room, and the position 
of the body, Mr. Higginson stated. 
Detective Sergeant Sydney 
Barraelough stated that he took 
three photos at the scene. The 
first picture showed the outside 
of the Fester house, the door 
where the shooting took place, 
footprints and blood-marks in the 
snow, and that the prints and 
blood led to a post The second 
picture showed part of the wood- 
shed where the fatality took place 
and was taken from inside the 
shed looking out. The third pic- 
ture showed the interior of the 
kitchen with a coat lying on the 
floor to indicate the position 
where the man lay on the floor. 
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Under cross-examination by 
Mr. Regan, Sergeant Barraelough 
stated that the blood on the snow 
came from a wound on Wn. Fos- 
ter's mouth and that as William j 
ran to get away from trouble he 
left a trail of blood, 

"I live at Holland Landing and 
am a distant relative off the Fos- 
ters" •testified Mrs. Chesley 
Sweet. "My husband and I 
arrived at the Foster house 
around 8.30 in the evening and 
my sister, Mrs. Newell, Wilmot 
Thompson, Alex. Foster, Wm. 
Foster, and Mr. and Mrs. A. Fos- 
ter, were in the house. We sat 
and talked all evening. Alex, and 
William were arguing about one 
of them not bringing enough 
money into the house. Alex, got 
kind of heated but William didn't 
say very much.

sentence in a chapter which discus- 
ses present trends. Jn fact I woutd 
say that the book is rather con- 
servative in its statements of the 
need for conservation. Great areas 
of our countryside are being mined 
of essential natural resources. Not 
only is this confined to the removal 
of trees from areas which are un- 
suited for cultivation. Tons of the 
best of our soil are being removed 
from farms which are^ well man- 
aged in the light of methods which 
have been adequate in former years. 

York County council has peti- 
tioned the department of chemistry 
at the Ontario Agricultural College 
for a soil survey. Something has 
to be done about the loss of min- 
erals and general fertility. Some- 
thing has to be done about the or- 
ganic structure of the soil which 
has now tost much of its original 
content of humus laid down by 
centuries of forest. 

The story of America is a story 
of exploitation. Natural resources 
have been squandered to make way 
for other forms of exploitation. Our 
forefathers, in their enthusiasm 
for land, burned splendid timber. 
Then they wore out the land and 
moved on to other virgin areas. 
Now we cannot move on and we 
must establish a permanent agri- 
culture with a planned conserva- 
tion and use of resources. Amer- 
ica Is coming to realize that she 
must adopt some of the planning 
which fa being followed in older 
countries. In the splendid dem- 
ocracy of Sweden one may not cut 
down a tree without state per- 
mission; and It Is provided that 
trees must be planted to replace 
those cut. In Britain they have 
maintained agriculture for a long 
period with much of the land in 
the hands of the same families for 
centuries. This permanence and 
stability in agriculture was ex- 
pressed most beautifully by Sir 
Reginatd-Dorman Smith, now min- 
ister of agriculture for Great 
Britain, In a poem which he quoted 
at Toronto last May:

For conservation of our soil. Im- 
proved economic conditions in 
agriculture are fundamental. Then 
we must make our landholders 
aware about the problems of con- 
servation and concerned about the 
solutions. We should exert some 
kind of control over cutting of 
trees. And we should carry out 
projects in planting and other con- 
servation methods, using otherwise 

unemployed men under the direc- 
tions of qualified experts. 

It has not been within thc scope 

Of the King township survey to 
deal with the economic and socio- 
logical aspects of life on the land. 
But the survey has done what it 
set out to do— to show fust what 
has been happening to the natural 
resources of one township Jn rural 
Ontario. The same processes have 
been at work la alt other townships 
to a greater or lesser degree. Now 
we have a scientific picture of one 
area: a picture which should be 
exhibited widely. 

In a recent conversation with Mr. 
and Mrs. U H. Miller of MilUken, 
who are greatly interested In nature 
and conservation, it was suggested 
that this book should be in general 
circulation through local libraries. 
It has been suggested since that the 
book should be placed in each of 
the schools of King township and 
that some of the maps should be 
mounted so that the children could 
derive from them thc greatest 
possible value which will be en- 
hanced greatly under the new pro- 
gram of studies. A set of slides 
could be prepared on the maps and 
pictures appearing in the book as 
a means of Illustrating talks on 
conservation. 

I do not know how wide a circu- 
lation has been given to this book 
but I am convinced that It could be

Mulock Defcnds Bren 
Machine Gun Con- 
tract At Ottawa 

Hansard reports W. P. Mulock, 
•M.P., speaking In parliament last 
week, as follows: Mr. Speaker, I 
have been keenly Interested In the 
debate on the Brcn mncblne gun in 
which hon. member* from both aides 
of the house have taken part. May I 
In the first place congratulate the 
hon. member for St John-Albert 
/Mr. McAvity) upon the very excel- 
lent, clear and lucid statement of 
facts which set at naught in a 
businesslike way . many of the 
attacks made by honorable mem- 
bers opposite. As he has dealt with 
arguments of honorable members 
opposite In a definite manner, 1 
shall deal with an aspect of the 
contract which so far as I know 
has not been mentioned In the 

house. 

As yet no credit has been given 
to the Minister of National Defence

There were no 
tanks or armoured cars, and no 
tractors for heavy guns or non- 
pcrmancnt- field batteries. In con- 
nection with anti-gas defence there 
were not sufficient gas masks for 
the permanent force, and there 
were none for mobilization. No 
steps had been taken to provide 
other, forms of ant!-gas defence. 
There were" no manufacturing facil- 
ities In Canada for the production 
of rifles, machine guns or artillery. 
Trie dominion arsenal was equipped 
only to manufacture rifle ammuni- 
tion and a limited amount of field 
ammunition. 

The reorganization of the militia 
had been recommended Iri 1932 and 
approved by the government, but 
no steps had been taken in the 
matter. Militia training had been 
so much restricted that many 
officers had had no experience in 
commanding troops on manoeuvres*, 
nor had they had the opportunity 
to acquire the power of leadership 
by actual practice. The training of 
officers and non-commissioned offi- 
cers in administrative duties had 

been neglected, and the majority of 
men in the ranks had had little or 
no experience in handling rifles. 
The training efficiency was approx- 
imately 17 per cent. 

We come now to the air service. 

There were only 23 aircraft of ser- 
vice type, all obsolescent. None are 
suitable for active service to-day 
and arc useful only for training. 
There were no air bombs available 
in Canada for immediate use. 
There were no aero engines, and 
the development of an industry 
would take two years. No steps 
had been taken In connection with 
Industrial mobilization to survey 
the country's In.Itmtrial resources 

for national defence.
